be deſperatly wicked, but wil mak 
ſome conſcience of killing & ſtea- 
ling:and why is this? becauſe it is 
Gods commandment; Thou ſhalt

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then; this alſo is Gods comman-+ 
dement topray. Let this canſide- 
ration breed in thee a conſcience 
of this dutic : and although thy 
corrupt nature ſhall drawe thee a* 
way from it, yetſtriue to the con- 
trary,and know it certainely,that 
the breach of this command, ma- 
keth thee as well guiltie of dam- 
nation before God as any uther.

liant champions,againſt their own 
corruptions and all other ſpiritu- 
all enemics.Epheſ.6. verſ. 18. Inft- 
nite were it to ſhewe, howe many 
blesſings the Lord hath beſtowed 
on his ſcruaunts by prayer. In 2 
worde, Luther, whome it pleaſed 
God tovyſe as a worthie inſtrumet 
for the reſtoring of the Goſpell, 
teſtifiech of himſelfe, that hauing 
this grace giuen him; to call ypon 
the name of the lord, he had more 
reuealed vnto him of Gods trueth 
by praier,then by reding & ſtudy. 
 Thefecond point ofthe comane 
dement,isto pray afterthe maner 
following in the Lordes prayer. 
Where it is to bec noted, that the 
Lords 
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Lords prayer is a direRion,and as 
| jt were, a ſamplerto reach vs, how 
andin what maner wee ought to 
praie.None is to imagine that we 
are bound to vie theſe words only 
and none other. For the meaning 
of Chriſt is not to binde vs to the 
words, but to the matter and ma» 
ner, andto the like affections in 
praying. Ifthis were notſo , the 
raters of Gods ſcruants ſet down 
im the bookes of the old and newe 
Teſtament,ſhould be al faultie, be- 
cauſe they ar not accordingto the 
wordes of the Lords praier. Alſo, 
by reaſon of this, diuers in our 
church, ignorantly perſwade them 
ſclues that itis vnlawtull to vſe the 
wordes as they are ſet downe fora 

praier. Firlt (ſay they) ir 1sScri 
ture, and therefore not to be yſcd 
asa prayer.I anſwer,that the ſame 
thing may bethe ſcripture — 
and alſothe praier of, man; elſethe 
praicrs of Moles, Dauidand Paul, 
bcivg 
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being ſet downe in the ſcriptures, 
ceaſe to be praters. Againe (they 
ſay)rhartin praier we are to expres 
our wantes 1n particular, and the 
graces which wee delire ; nowe in 
theſe wordes all things to be prai- 
ed tot, are onely in generall pro- 
pounded.I anſwer, that the maine . 
wants that are in any man,and the 
-rincipall graces of God to be de- 
ed,are ſet downe in the petiti- 
ons of this praier, in particular, 
Thirdly, they pleade th at the pat= 
tern to makeal praiers by , ſhould 
not be vſcd as a praier, I anſwere, 
that therefore the rather it may 
be vſed 27a praier; and ſure it is, 
th. ancient and worthie dinines 
haue reuer&ced it as a praier; cho- 
fing rather to vſe theſe words then

I the opening of this word, or 
title of God, two queſtions are - 
to be opened, | 
I, Qzc/f, Whether by this title Fa« 
ther, is {ignified the whol Trinitie, 
or ſome one perſon thereof, Anſ. 
Otherwhiles this name is attribu- 
ted co all the perſons in Trinitie, 
or any ofthzm, Malac. 2.10, Haze 
we not all one Father,erc. Luk. 3.38. 
FPhich was the ſorne of Adam , which 
was the ſorme of God, And in Iai.9.6 
chriſt is called the farther of eternatie 
becauſe al that ar truly knit to him 
and born anew by him, they are e« 
ternally made the ſons of God. A 
eain,oftentimes it is giuen to the 
. firſt perſo in trinitie,as in thoſe pla 
' 665, where one perſon is conferred 
OY 3 with 
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with another. And ſo in this place 
principally for ſome ſpeciall re- 
ſpeas, this title agrees to the firſt 
perſon. For firſt he is the father of 
Chriſt, as he is the eternall worde 
of the father, and that by nature, 
becauſe hee is of the ſame eſſence 
with him:Secondly,he is father to 


Chriſt, in reſpeR of his manhood, 


not by nature or adoption, but by 
perſonall ynion , becauſe the hu- 
mane nature doeth ſubſiſt in the 
perſon of the word. Thirdly,hee is 
afather to all the fairthfull by a- 
doption in Chriſt. 

2, Queſtion, Whether weare to 
pray to the Sonne and holy Ghoſt 
as to the Father.

Anſwere.Becauſe Gods glo- 
ry mult bee preferred before all | 
thinges: becauſe itis the end of all 
creatures, and of all the counſels 
of God. Prou.16. 4. The Lord hath 
made allthmges for his owne ſake; yea, 
eucn the vvicked ff for the day of enll. 
And from the order of the petitt- 
ons heere ariſeth a worthy inſtru- 
Aion; namely,that euery one in all 
thinge s they take in hande, areto 

:opound to themſelues, and to 
znrend the glory of God.

If the 
caſe ſtand thus, that Gods name 
muſt be diſhonoured,or our loules 
condemned: we muſt account the 
glory of God more pretious than 
the {aluation of our ſoules, This 18 
maniteſt in the order ot the petirt- 
ons. The petition that concernes 
Gods glory is firſt, and the petiti- 
ons that concerne dirc&aly our ſaly 
uation are the fift and fixt, Where 
by we are taughr,rhat before God 
ſhould want any part of his glory, 
weare to let ſouleandall go, ard 
Jet God haue all his glory. This at- 
feQion had Moſes. Exod.32. 32,

In this petition, asalſo in the 
reſt, we muſt obſerue three things;

, Hallowed. 

To hallowe is to ſcuer a thing 
from the common vſe to ſom pro- 
per and peculiar end: as the tem- 
ple was hallowed, that 1s,ſfet apart 
toan holy vſc;and the prieſts were | 
ſancifed, thar is, ſerapartto the 
ſeruice of God. And all that be- 
lecue1n Chriſt are ſanGtified , thar 
is,ſet apart from ſin to ſerue God, 
In like manner,Gods name 1s hal- 
lowed, when it 1s put apart from 
al abuſes to an holy, reuerent and 
honorable vſe, whether we think, . 
ſpeake,or vic ir any maner of way. 

Queſtion. How can a ſinful man 
hallow Gods name, which is pure 
and. holy in it ſe}fe? Anſwer. We do 
nor here pray that we might make 

Gods name holy ; but that wee 
_ might bee meanes.to declare and 
make manifeſt to the world by the 
2 right 
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right vſage of it,that it is holy,and 
pure, and honourable. The like 
phraſe is vſed.Luk.7. 39. Wiſedome 
5s in{tified of ber children; that is, 2C+ 
knowledged & declared to be juſt. 

The ſcope therefore of the firſt 
petition 1s an earneſt deſire that 
we might ict foorth Gods glorie, 
whartſocuer become of vs; and it 
may be expreſſed taus.

the Lord open their etes. When 
our firſt parentes were tempted in 
Paradiſe, the deu:l told chem,they 
ſhould be as Gods : which leſſon 
not onely chey, but we haue lear- 
ned:and we conceiue of our {clues 
as licle gods, though to the world 
we {hew it not. This hidden pride, 
when other ſinnes die,it begins to 
ger {trength and to lthewe it ſelfe: 
and ir appeares in vaine thoughts, 
continuallie on every occaſion aſe 
cending in the minde. As maye 
appeare in the Phariſie , whoſe 
thoughts were theſe, whe he prai- 
edchus within himſelfe: O Ged,l 
thank thee that I am not as other men, 
extortroners uniuſt adulterers,or eucn 
as thit Publican, ec. And as this 
wasinhim, foir is in vs till God 
giue grace : forſo thar men may 
hane Þraiſc & glory inthe world, 

they 
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they care not for God his glorie; 
though it be defaced. Wee muſt 
therfore learn to diſcernethis hid 
den corruption, and to mourn tor 
it: for it doeth poiſon & hinder al 
good deſires of glorifying God, fo 
long as 1t may preuaile in the harr, 

2 Secondly, weare raught here. 
to bewaile the hardneſſe of our 
hearts: whereby we arc hindred 
from knowing God aright, and 
trom diſcerning the glorie of God 
in his creatures, Mark. 6.52. The 
Diſciples through the hardneſle 
of their hartes could not ſee Gods 
power, in the miracle of feeding 
many thouſands with a few loues, 
though themſelues were inſtru-* 
mentes of it, and the food did ins 
creaſe in their hands. Ovr redepe 
tion,what a wonderfull work is it, 
but how few conſider of it, or re- 
garde it? It wee ſee a man haue

people. Nowethen, there being 
two principall thinges 1n prayer: 
the firlt a deſire of grace;the ſecod 
faith, whereby wee belecue rhar 
God will grant thinzs defired. The 
firſtis expreſſed in the ſixe peritt- 
ons : The lattet is ſertorth in this 
wordeeAmen, carrying this ſence 
in efteRt. As we haue craued theſe 
thinges at thy handes, O Lord, fo 
wce 
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we doe belecue,thart for Chriit his 
ſake,in good time rhou wile grant 
them to vs. Therefore , this partis - 
more exccllent than the former, 
by howe much our faith is more 
excellent than our defire. For in 
this word is contained the teſtift- 
cation of our faith, whereas- the 
petitions are onlie reſtifications of 
our deſires. And as it is in the end, 
ſoallo iris the ſcale of our pray- - 
ers,to make them authentical,and 
it is to be vſed(as T take it)not on« 
lie for thisend , to anſwer the My 
niſter, but alſo toteſtific our taith, 
for the things deſired.
